Through the ages, 
bells have served many 
purposes — announcing 
the approach of vehi¬ 
cles, for instance, or sig¬ 
naling the beginning of 
curfew.

An early custom was 
the tolling of church 
bells on Christmas Eve, 
during the hour before 
midnight.

It takes years of train¬ 
ing and practice to learn 
the ringing of complex 
“changes,” as the differ¬ 
ent chants and tonal 
combinations are called.

Say, ‘It’s 
Christmas’

in life’s journey, one of the great rewards is the good will of our 
friends. We thank you heartily and wish you a most Merry Christmas. 


Where the sun shines 
bright, the air is balmy and 
never is heard the discour¬ 
aging howl of a blizzard, 
Christmas is still a winter 
wonderland. 

In northern climes the 
plaint is, “We just don’t 
have snow for Christmas 
the way we used to,” and 
even in climates where dec¬ 
orated palm trees substitute 
for evergreens and holiday 
picnics are more likely 
than sleigh rides, snow and 
plenty of it seems an essen¬ 
tial part of the vision of the 
Yuletide. 

Country snow scenes are 
popular greeting card sub¬ 
jects and Christmas illus¬ 
trations in Southern states, 
South American countries 
and many other places 
where snow seldom or never 
falls. Songs and stories tell 
of a Christmas world wrap¬ 
ped in wintry white. 

The popularity and per¬ 
sistence of the "winter won¬ 
derland” idea seems more 
remarkable since “snow for 
Christmas” must have been 
improbable, if not impos¬ 
sible, as a part of the Holy 
Night. Rain was more likely, 
especially as the date offi¬ 
cially celebrated as Christ’s 
birthday, December 25, is 
right in the midst of the 
rainy season in Bethlehem. 

Early art depicting the 
Nativity and the events fol¬ 
lowing it was faithful to the 
pobabilities. In these paint¬ 
ings, the shepherds watched 
in fields free of snow, and 
the Holy Family fled to 
Egypt under sunny skies, 
their route marked by palm 
trees. Later, snow appeared 
in paintings of the Holy 
Night? 

Part of the explanation 
may be that white, rather 
than red and green, was 
early chosen by churches as 
the color of Christmas. 

White is, of course, the 
symbol of purity and inno¬ 
cence, and a landscape white 
with snow thus becomes a 
proper expression of the true 
spirit of Christmas. 

Other explanations may 
be found in the origins of 
Christmas customs. Many of 
the pagan rites which were 
absorbed into the Christian 
celebration came from 
Northern Europe and, if not 
associated with snow, at 
least reflected the need of 
warmth in winter. 

The Yule log, for instance, 
became a part of the early 
Christmases, and certianly 
an open fire indoors is en¬ 
hanced by a blanket of snow 
outdoors. 

Consider, too, that a num¬ 
ber of modern Christmas 
customs — the tree and its 
lights, for instance — came 
from Germany, where cold, 
snowy winters might log¬ 
ically contribute to the leg¬ 
ends and lore of the season. 
The first lighted tree was, 
supposedly, created by Mar¬ 
tin Luther as a symbol of a 
starry sky on a snowy night. 

In modem times Irving 
Berlin and Bing Crosby have 
substantially strengthened 
the vision of a "White 
Christmas.” Bing singing 
Berlin’s famous song is now 
a traditional part of the 
Yule season. 

While many, p e rh a p s 
most, people may be able 
only to dream of a white 
Christmas and create its 
semblance with cotton or 
spray-on snow. It’s a safe 
assumption that the hap- 
pies season will continue to 
be envisioned as a snowy 


What an ugly image was 
shown last week when an 
ultra-rightist society a t - 
tempted to stop the sale of 
UNICEF Christmas cards 
which provide needed funds 
for emergency help to these 
underprivileged children . . . 
Taking candy away from a 
baby used to be considered 
one of the most wretched 
crimes—I think taking milk 
away from a starving child 
for political reasons is in¬ 
finitely worse . . •

What good is it to go to 
Church services, to sing 
hymns and to listen to the 
story of Jesus’ birth at 
Christmas time if the an¬ 
gels' message from Heaven: 
“Peace on Earth and Good¬ 
will toward Men!” falls on 
deafened ears and a closed 
heart and Jesus’ teachings 
of love beyond all under¬ 
standing are only accepted 
with certain reservations . . 
. . At least this Holiday sea¬ 
son should be a time when 
man only judges his fellow- 
man by his morals and 
ethics — regardless of mere¬ 
ly relative differences in 
politics, nationality and re¬ 
ligion.

Pagan Feasts 
Are Source 
Of Customs 


... we sirfcerely tftank you 
for your patronage.

Most of the customs now 
associated with Christmas 
were originally pagan or 
non - Christian, according to 
The Encyclopedia Ameri¬ 
cana. Saturnalia, a Roman 
feast celebrated in mid- 
December, provided the 
model for many of the 
merry-making customs of 
Christmas. From this cele¬ 
bration, for example, were 
derived the elaborate feast¬ 
ing, the giving of gifts and 
the burning of candles. 

Lights also played an im¬ 
portant part in most win¬ 
ter solstice festivals. An ob¬ 
scure figure in the early 
mythologies of the East 
emerged as a sun god. From 
the 1st century B.C. this 
figure, Mithras, was adopted 
by an increasing number of 
Roman soldiers and others. 
Mithras' greatest festival 
was that of the winter sol¬ 
stice, the time when the god 
began to return to his wor¬ 
shippers. 

In the 5th century the 
Western church ordered a 
feast celebrating the birth 
of the Savior to be observ¬ 
ed on the day of the Mith- 
raic rites of the birth of 
the sun and at the close of 
the Saturnalia. 

Among the German and 
Celtic tribes the winter sol¬ 
stice was considered an im¬ 
portant point of the year 
and to commemorate the re¬ 
turn of the sun they held 
their chief festival of Yule, 
which, like other pagan cel¬ 
ebrations, became adapted 
to Christmas. 

The Teutonic Yule feast 
also provided customs for 
the Christmas festivities, 
such as the Yule log and 
wassail bowl.

Let us drop our controversial comments for a few 
minutes and turn our minds and hearts toward the happiest 
and most blessed theme in all the world — the significance 
of Christmas. The theme never loses its vitality, never 
grows old and never ceases to fascinate the minds and 
hearts of men. My generation will soon pass from the 
scene, but younger men and women will seize with enthu¬ 
siasm the torch which we took from faltering hands of our 
fathers a generation ago and will carry forward the 
message. 

Joy to the world! Peace, goodwill toward men! No 
more war, strife, anger, malice and ill-will! Justice, mercy, 
kindness and love abiding everywhere forever!

I do not share the jubilation over the settlement be¬ 
tween the car makers and their employees. The raise 
of about 55 cents an hour is more than 50 per cent in 
excess of the White House formula. Roughly, it amounts to 
about $1000 per year per employee. In the case of Chrysler 
alone, it is about $75 million dollars per year. Even though 
it comes in three annual installments, it nevertheless is 
very inflationary. 

We rejoice when any worker receives more pay, but 
if it means less pay for his fellow workers or less work 
for himself or higher prices for the public, we can find 
little comfort in it. 

To be sure the automobile companies have had a 
prosperous year, although Chrysler Is just recovering from 
long, continued and severe reverses. An extra payroll 
load of $75 million per year in the case of Chrysler, may 
be a serious handicap for that company. It might mean 
unemployment for many workers. General Motors and Ford 
are in a better condition to carry the load. 

It is in order to inquire what attitude the leaders in 
UAW will take if the automobile companies should run into 
several bad years and be unable to maintain the new wage 
agreement. If it is in order for workers to receive more 
in prosperous years, is not the reverse true that when the 
companies are experiencing hard times, workers should re¬ 
ceive less until recovery is brought about? We cannot ima¬ 
gine that the UAW leaders would accept a flexible scale 
of this kind although historically it is of great value in 
maintaining jobs and prosperity. 

We believe the automobile companies have acted very 
shortsightedly in not taking the public and their employees 
into their confidence earlier last summer before facing the 
unions across the bargaining table. Suppose they had said, 
“We have had some good years and are unusually pros¬ 
perous. We propose now to share our good fortune with 
the public and the 1965 models will be offered at lower 
prices.’’ Chrysler, for instance, might have taken $25 to $75 
off the price of each car. The other companies could have 
done equally as well. This would have increased sales and 
created more jobs. The companies could then have faced 
the union bargainers with the information that they had 
shared generously with the public and considered that more 
important than to give all the gain to a comparatively few 
employees. Under such conditions the large wage increase 
could hardly have been demanded. Public opinion would not 
have supported it. 

There is no point in a high hourly wage scale if it 
results in no job. Not long ago the electrical workers of 
New York City found it advisable to reduce their own pay 
in order to create more jobs. A tugboat worker of my ac¬ 
quaintance who took part in a strike for higher wages 
was on the winning side but found himself only partially 
-employed at the higher scale. His yearly earnings are now 
much less than they were before.

Gas Tax 
On Increase 


The state tax on gasoline 
produced third-quarter reve¬ 
nue of $127,745,000, an in¬ 
crease of more than $24 mil¬ 
lion over the same period of 
1963, according to Richard 
Nevins, Southern California 
Member of the State Board 
of Equalization. 

For the 12-month period 
ended September 30, gross 
revenue from this tax to¬ 
taled $478,408,000, a gain of 
$92 million over the preced¬ 
ing 12 months. For both per¬ 
iods revenues were up 24 
per cent while distributions 
rose six per cent. 

More than $68 million of 
this increase was attribut¬ 
able to the one-cent hike in 
the state tax on gasoline 
which brought the rate to 
seven cents per gallon Oc¬ 
tober 1, 1963. 

Gross revenue from these 
highway-user taxes admin¬ 
istered by the Board of 
Equalization, Nevins stated, 
totaled $139,918,000 during 
the quarter, including $70,- 
000 from interest, penalties, 
and fees. Net revenue 
amounted to $133,900,000 af¬ 
ter deducting claims for tax 
refunds allowed by State 
Controller Alan Cranston on 
fuels not used on highways. 
This entire amount, less a 
small percentage for admin¬ 
istration, is used exclusive¬ 
ly for the construction and 
maintenance of state high¬ 
ways, county roads, and city 
streets.

Greyhound Goes 
Bank A mericard 

An agreement has been 
reached by Greyhound Lines 
to accept BankAmericard in 
California for all regular 
passenger fares, tours and 
charter trips, it was an¬ 
nounced today by R. A. 
Peterson, president of Bank 
of America, and R. E. 
Thomas, president of West¬ 
ern Greyhound Lines. 

The agreement, affecting 
more than 1,250,000 Bank¬ 
Americard holders through¬ 
out California, marks the 
first time Greyhound has 
agreed to accept any credit 
card for chartered bus trips 
or tours, in addition to its 
regular passenger fares. 

Under terms of the agree¬ 
ment, BankAmericard hold¬ 
ers may now obtain immedi¬ 
ate credit in purchasing 
transportation for any Grey¬ 
hound trip originating in 
California to any destination 
served by Greyhound buses. 

To mark the beginning of 
the agreement, a giant 3% - 
foot by 5%-foot BankAmeri- 
eard — possibly the world’s 
largest — was presented by 
Bank of America Senior Vice 
President D. C. Sutherland 
to Western Greyhound Presi¬ 
dent R. E. Thomas during a 
meeting at Greyhound’s San 
Francisco executive offices. 
For convenience’s sake, 
however, Thomas also re¬ 
ceived the normal pocket- 
sized version. 

In a joint statement, the 
two firms expressed the be¬ 
lief that “although the serv¬ 
ice will prove useful to all 
types of travel, acceptance 
of the card should be a spe¬ 
cial advantage for families 
planning vacation travel.” 

The agreement went into 
effect Tuesday, December 
15, spokesmen for the two 
firms said. The cards will be 
accepted at all major Grey¬ 
hound ticket offices in Cali¬ 
fornia.

Taxaction 
Into Action 


Positive action t>y the 
Board of Regents of the 
University of California to 
end student attempts to 
"paralyze” the state’s higher 
educational processes has 
been demanded by Taxac¬ 
tion, Inc., a countywide, non¬ 
profit, non-partisan group 
chartered to combat ruinous 
taxation. 

In a letter sent to the re¬ 
gents on Tuesday, December 
14, George C. Jordan of Alta- 
dena, chairman of the coun¬ 
tywide committee, said: 

"On behalf of the over¬ 
burdened property taxpay¬ 
ers of Los Angeles County, 
the County wide Policy Com¬ 
mittee of Taxaction, Inc. has 
instructed me to ask that 
your body take the follow¬ 
ing steps: 

"1. Remove from the 
campuses of all state col- 
leeg and state university 
system those students who 
persistently, by potilical - 
type agitation, seek to 
"paralyze' the state’s higher 
educational processes; 

“2. Invite those faculty 
members who encourage 
such disruptive student tac¬ 
tics to submit their resigna¬ 
tions, with assurances that 
they will be accepted. 

“We ask these steps on 
behalf of taxpayers who are 
continually being required 
to make personal sacrifices 
in order to produce the 
many hundreds of millions 
of dollars used to provide 
worthy students with tui¬ 
tion-free educational oppor¬ 
tunities. (We are building 
state colleges by the dozen 
at an average cost of over 
$300 million!) 

“We feel that the elimin¬ 
ation of some thousands of 
students who obviously do 
not appreciate their heritage 
would make room for an 
equal number of young peo¬ 
ple who genuinely desire an 
education. Removal of the 
disruptive students would 
accomplish two ends; 

“1. It would be tanta¬ 
mount to increasing the 
higher educational facilities 
available, at no increased 
cost to taxpayers; 

“2. It would stop the in¬ 
calculable waste represent¬ 
ed by the distractions being 
thrown in the path of all 
those students who have not 
joined in the current or any 
subsequent uproar but who, 
nevertheless, must find it 
difficult to pursue their 
studies in the midst of these 
noisy antics.” 


Many of today’s Christ¬ 
mas traditions began some¬ 
where in the dim past, but 
the practice of exchanging 
greeting cards is just a little 
over a century old. 

In 1848 William Maw 
Egley, a “starving” young 
English artist, came up with 
the idea of designing a 
Christmas card and repro¬ 
ducing it on pieces of paste¬ 
board for the public to buy. 

Egley’s card showed a 
family Christmas dinner, 
formal dance, skating, carol¬ 
ers, aim giving, a Punch 
and Judy show and other 
aspects of a celebration re¬ 
sembling the one in Charles 
Dickens’ "The Christmas 
Carol,” published a few 
years previously, Unfortun¬ 
ately, Egley’s friends were 
not enthusiastic aboui his 
idea. 

The “daddy” of all holi¬ 
day cards was designed and 
etched in 1812 by J. A. 
Boerner, a young Londoner, 
who wanted to apologize to 
friends for his failure to pay 
a New Year’s Day visit. Mr. 
Boomer’s card made it clear 
he was tied to his home by- 
depicting him with his coat 
caught in the locked door¬ 
way of his house. 

In 1843, Sir Henry Cole, a 
busy English “missionary” 
of culture, hit upon the idea 
of sending out little mis¬ 
sives at Christmas. John 
Calcott Horsley of the Royal 
Academy, famous for his 
campaign against nude art, 
designed the card, and Sir 
Henry sent out 1000 to 
friends. 

It wasn’t until the early 
18G0’s that cards were is¬ 
sued for general distribution 
by a large English publish¬ 
ing company. 

Christmas greetings were 
introduced into the United 
States by the Marcus Card 
Company of London. They 
became popular immediate¬ 
ly, and in 1874 Louis Prang, 
a German immigrant, start¬ 
ed a Christmas card busi¬ 
ness at Roxbury, Mass. 

At the turn of the cen¬ 
tury, he ceased publishing 
rather than compete with 
imports flooding the market. 
For the next decade or so 
the custom of exchanging 
cards fell out of fashion. 

Only after World War I 
did American manufacturers 
achieve success in the card 
business. Then inexpensive 
printing and lithographing 
processes brought Christmas 
cards within everyone’s , 
reach. 

Despite its relatively re¬ 
cent start in this country, 
the custom has caught the 
fancy of the American pub¬ 
lic to the extent that it sends 
billions of Christmas cards 
every year, according to 
Mrs. Peggy Gilbert of Nor- 
cross, Inc.

Holiday Greenery 
Brightens Home 

Home decorations are not 
complete without holiday 
greenery about the house. 
The best choices include 
spruce, pine, hemlock, yew 
and aborvitae. Of these, yew 
seems to hold up best. 

If you use broadleaf ever¬ 
greens — laurel, andromeda, 
boxwood, or Japanese holly 
— for table decorations, 
keep them in water or the 
leaves will shrivel and die 
within a short time. Even 
though short lasting, broad¬ 
leaf evergreens are ideal for 
making wreaths. For this 
purpose, they may be mixed 
with holly, balsam or yew. 




Jerusalem Cherry 

Flowering plants are ideal 
for Christmas and one of the 
more brilliant and less ex¬ 
pensive pot plants is the 
Jerusalem cherry. Its round, 
red fruit is especially ap 
propriate for the holiday 
season. It needs bright light 
and likes a cool tempera¬ 
ture, no higher than 55 de¬ 
grees at night for best re¬ 
sults — although it does 
admirably even with a 65 
degree night temperature. If 
the plant is allowed to wilt, 
or if cooking gas fumes fill 
the air, the fruit will drop.

What some investigators 
believe to be the first card 
printed specifically as a 
Christmas card was the one 
designed in 1843 by J. C. 
Horsley for Sir Henry Cole. 
The card had one center il¬ 
lustration and two side 
panels. The center panel de¬ 
picted an English family 
raising wine glasses to toast 
a missing friend. Scenes on 
the side panels showed the 
feeding of the hungry and 
clothing of the naked. It 
was the only card Sir Henry 
Cole ever had designed — 
reaction to the toasting 
scene from temperance- 
minded friends was far from 
what he had expected.

Holly Beliefs 


Pinatas are a necessary 
part of any holiday party in 
Mexico. Traditionally, the 
pinata is a clay jug, with no 
particular shape, which is 
filled with fruit, candy, 
pesos, and a variety of small 
gifts. It is suspended from 
the ceiling. Children are 
blindfolded and given a 
stick, the pinata is swung 
back and forth and the fun 
is on as the merrymakers 
try to smash the jug and 
send the goodies tumbling 
down. 


The early Druids decorat¬ 
ed their halls and homes 
with boughs of holly as a 
welcome to spirits threaten¬ 
ed by frost and winter 
winds. Britons considered it 
unlucky to bring holly into 
a house before Christmas 
Eve and a variation on this 
belief held that the type of 
weather at the time the 
holly was brought into the 
home determined who 
would rule the house in the 
months ahead — if fair, the 
wife would rule, if bad, the 
husband would hold sway.
